NEGLECT OF CHURCH CONFERENCE, 

Dean Brerunen, 

The worship of God is the duty of all his | 
intelligent creatures, even of those who are! 
wholly indisposed to it. But Christians, in| 
church connexion, have entered into covenant 
for its support. ‘Their obligations extend not | 
merely to the sabbath; but to those religious 
meetings in general, which, as a Christian so- 
ciety, they have established. : 

One of the most important of these meetings 
is the church conference. ‘The design of this 
is the improvement of all her members in love 
and fellowship ; and it should be conducted in 
the way most conducive to this great object. 
If, in this meeting, there were more prayer 
and exhortation, nore opening of the heart, in 
free conversation, admonition and encourage- 
ment, it would be much more spiritual and ed- 
ifying, and subserve, more fully, the design for 
which it is appointed. 

It would be well fur every church member 
to bring his business, as far as possible, to a 
close on the day immediately preceding the 
conference ; or, at least, to put his secular af- 
fairs in such a train that they may aot prevent 
his attendance. Surely, one week-day, or 
half week-day out of a month is but little to de- 
vote to the concerns of religion. Nor would 
Christians, in general, find much difficulty in 
doing this, if they considered the meeting a 
valuable privilege. Ifthe mind is wholly ab- 
sorbed in the affairs of this life, it will be very 
easy to find a thousand excuses for one’s ab- 
sence. No friend of Christ should go to this 
duty by constraint, bat with a ready mind; not 
simply because he is under a vow, but because 
he may be the means of strengthening his

school about four weeks ago, and three or four 
we hope were then converted.

While I was praying in the morning, one of the 
young ladies obtained a hope. ‘The feeling 
seemed to increase in schoul during the fore- 
noon. I closed by prayer, and went to visit 
one of my scholars who in distress of mind had | 
I returned, and found that two | 
had obtained hope in Christ, during the inter- | 
On entering the school room, one of | 
the young gentlemen who had not before dis- 
covered much feeling, came to me, and with 
tears requested that I would commence the 
school by prayer. I didso, The whole school 
with the exception of three or four, were in 
tears. 

I dismissed school, and told the students I 
should remain, and any could stay who wished. 
None departed. I conversed with individuals ; 
and those who had previously obtained hopes, 
in obedience to our divine Master, began to say 
‘Come.’ During that day, 9 of my scholars 
obtained a hope. 

The following day, that is a week ago yes- 
terday, [commenced as usual; but the state of 
feeling was such that the students could not 
study. I againdismissed the school. Eleven, 
we trust, were that day broughtinto the king- 
dom of Christ. 

I'riday was spent in the same manner. In 
the afternoon, the report of the state of the 
school having gone considerably abroad,a young 
gentleman and three young ladies frum Rich- 
tord, only one of whom was pious, visited us ; 
and the next day they returned, all hoping in the 
Savior. Several from the common school in 
the other part of the house, came in, and we 
think, found the Savior precious to their souls. 
During two days, 20 of my students think they 
found Jesus in that room; and during the four 
last days of last week, 25 persons think they 
experienced in that same room, a change of

It scems never to 
have occurred to any of our political financiers, 
that the support of such a fabric as the church 
of Rome has erected in Ireland, coming as it 
docs from the pence and half-pence of the low- 
est poor, must have contributed greatly to im- 
poverish the people, aud to keep them in the 
state of wretchedness to which they are un- 
happily become habituated. ‘This source of 
impoverishment appears to have been overlook- 
ed by the discussers of irish political economy, 
from the supposition, that the contributions 
voluntary, aud therefore will necessarily act 
as its own safety-valve. But those who have 
seen with their eyes, and who daily come in 
contact with the actua: workings of the Papal 


‘| system in this country,can never for a moment 


fall into the error of supposing the contribution 
voluntary. ‘The fact is, that it is in almost er- 
ery case severely extorted, by methods that 
would obtain no belief (were L to detail them) 
on your side of the channel, and which would 
be incredible to us also, did we not see them 
with our eyes.

—The libera- 
ling army uoder the immediate orders of the valiant 
Governor D. Estanis Lopez, bas made a movement 
towards the frontier of Cordova. Its vanguard, 
commanded by Col. D. Pasauai Echague, is com- 
posed of nearly one thousand cavalry, perfectly well 
mounted and cquipped, with numerous spare horses 
and a train ofartillery. The wishes of all good pat- 
riots will accompany them in this gallant career of 
liberty and glory. 

This movement commenced on Monday 10th inst. 
In varivus parts of the province of Cordova syimnp- 
toins of insurrection have appeared : and in Ranchos 
and Rio Tercciro, the troops of the Protector have 
been routed by the inhabitants, whose rallying cry 
is, Federation forever! Death to the tyrants! 

The noble Governor Ibarra and his companion io 
arms, D. Pablo de la Torra, have chased the few re- 
mainiog troops of Desa out of the territory of Santi- 
ago; and were collecting the means to carry the 
war into the province of Cordova iiself.

The flour was deposit- 
ed in a train of eight cars, and made, together with 
the cars and the passengers who rode on them, an 


entire load of thirty tons, viz: 200 barrels of flour, 
tons; 8 cars, 8 tons; passengers, 2 tons.

most diminutive shrimps, and wholly unlike 
the eels discovered in the acetous: acid, were 
seen in the full enjoyment of animated na- 
ture.
